culture has an outstanding collection of world famous 
Alaskan artists and a variety of traditional and 
impressionistic art forms in Eskimo, Indian and 
scenic studies. Historical artifacts and native crafts 
include cooking dishes of driftwood and intricately 
carved ivory Eskimo-animal chess sets. 


FORT RICHARDSON WILDLIFE MUSEUM: sits 
hibit but a “general's” education! The display is the 
best west of Denver with northern animal collections 
and one of the world’s 16 complete sets of sheep 
heads. Big in the fish room is a 126 lb. 8 oz. world 
record King salmon. A “stalking” polar bear shot by 
an Anchorage woman is an experience—just to hear. 
The museum’s conservation program replenishes 
“fished out’ streams and lakes for hopeful anglers. 


“Sharing the wealth” of the 49th 
state’s rich history is the National Bank of Alaska. 
Rare old world map, early out-of-print books, docu- 
ments, pictures and gold rush newspapers have been 
sought and bought from foreign and domestic sources 
for serious research and exhibition. Six priceless 
paintings by Sydney Laurence, artist laureate of the 
land of sourdoughs and majestic scenery, are at the 
same location. 


" MULCAHY PARK: Mulcahy Stadium is the home of 


Anchorage Glacier Pilots, a semi-pro baseball team. 
The park also includes a football field and several 
baseball fields for American Legion, Babe Ruth and 
Little Leagues. 


Like a surrealist painting is this 
Western Hemisphere’s answer to Pompeii. Natural 
footpaths wind thru 135 acres of lagoonlets, where 
giant “quick clay’ earth mushrooms lie among spruce 
trunks and clumps of purple fireweed... scene of the 
1964 Good Friday “quake,” the North American Con- 
tinent’s strongest recorded earth movement. 


ALASKA TRANSPORTATION MUSEUM: = = 
of Alaska’s Pioneer bush pilots, who flew open cock- 
pit “home-builts” over vast expanses of tundra. 
Exhibit includes planes, old newspaper clips, “aviation 
firsts,” Model T and A Fords and airline models. 


This beautiful spruce-lined lake pro- 
vides the perfect ‘landing strip” for large and small 
amphibious planes — the “family cars” of Alaska.

ALBERT KALOA BUILDING: © = 
this 2-building complex is an architectural study with 
carved wood doors of skillfully tooled bears, totems, 
salmon, geese, moose, huskies, miners and log houses. 
Slit-like vertical windows give an unusual view. It’s 
all owned by Tyonek Indians, who lease a portion to 
the Bureau of Indian Affairs.

BEN GRAWFORD MEMORIAL PARK: = 
ting, banked with forget-me-nots (state flower) and 
other wildflowers, stand original trapper and settler 
cabins and the first Anchorage schoolhouse. Log beds, 
black bear blankets and crude tools show early 
struggle to ‘‘ tame” this land. 1-4 daily. 


ooo) Qutdoor show tells stories of village 
life, hunters and the search for big game and skins, 
to music of giant Walrus hide tambourines, flute and 
chanting. This is a ‘‘camera-must” outside the Gilded 
Cage Gift Shop & Gallery. Noon daily exc. Sun. 


~~. From the Panama Canal came this “iron 
horse” to its resting place across from the Alaska 
Railroad terminal. The 1915 home of tent city con- 
struction gangs along Ship Creek, this transportation 
catalyst transformed wilderness to metropolitan 
Anchorage. Climb and explore “Old #1,” now a park 
playground for young railroad buffs.

Joo Anchorage’s oldest building, once 
a mercantile business, is now the Club 25 restaurant, 
regally presided over by 2nd generation daughter 
“Myrtle.” An old time atmosphere and the owner's 
early tales make this a colorful spot for visitors. 


EKLUTNA INDIAN BURIAL GROUNDS: = = 
time enroute to Matanuska Valley, stop and see these 
tiny grave houses holding possessions of the dead and 
used as headstones. A strange blend of Indian and 
Russian Orthodox cultures. Small wood crosses indi- 
cate conversion. First built in 1835, it is said 25,000 
“took the faith.”
